It  was  a  clear,  crisp  day  in  late  September.  To  those  of  us  who  were  returning  for  second  and  third 
years  at  Knox,  it  was  like  coming  home,  after  a  long  absence,  to  all  the  old  and  familiar  sights;  the 
lake,  still  a  long  blue  sapphire,  the  mountains  still  hanging  like  a  purple  back-drop  against  the  sky, 
and  the  building  itself,  with  ivy-covered  walls  and  strong  white  pillars,  still  framed  against  the  perfect 
background  of  lofty  pines  and  ancient  elms.
